The office also re­ 
fers men and women to this work 
who have their own transporta­ 
tion and wish to drive to and 
from the work.

Crops are good and with a few 
days of experience most persons 
can earn good wages. This will 
be one way people can help the 
country by harvesting a*needed 
crop. Those who are thinking of 
going north to the fruit harvest 
should check with the Gaj-dena 
office, so as to land in the areas 
where work is available with no 
loss o*f time.

Cotton pickers can be referred 
direct to the ranch in Indio. Pick­ 
ing has commenced. It is recom­ 
mended that people interested in 
haryest work talk to this office 
about tomato picking as it is 
closer to this area. It is suggest­ 
ed that people come to this Gar- 
dena office to register to be sent 
out. Tractor men, poultry men, 
milkers, and general farm hands 
should register so they can be 
called when job orders come in.
